EXPLANATION OF 
PRIMARY UW 


Senator Leroy A. Wright, of San 
Diego, joint author of and legisla¬ 
tive sponsor for the direct primary 
election law, has completed an in¬ 
dex and comprehensive explanation 
of the law which has revolutionized 
California’s political system. The 
Index and explanation of the provi¬ 
sions of the law will be incorpo¬ 
rated with the text of the law to be 
circulated by the secretary of state 
In acrordance with the provisions of 
a resolution adopted by the legisla¬ 
ture. Here is Senator Wright’s ex¬ 
position of the law which bears his 
name. Cut it out for reference. 

San Diego, Cal., July 16, 1909. 

Hon. C. F. Curry, Secretary of 
State, Sacramento, Cal.—Dear Sir - 
At your request and for the purpose 
of giving the voter a clear and com¬ 
prehensive grasp of the California 
direct primary law, I have prepared 
the following statement of its pro¬ 
visions, in narrative form, stripped 
of all legal verbiage. 

Under the old convention system 
party candidates were nominated by 
the majority vote of assembled dele¬ 
gates. The new direct primary law 
provides that all party candidates 
shall be nominated by the voters of 
the respective political parties. Each 
party voter will now discharge the 
duty which heretofore devolved 
upon the party convention delegate. 
The primary election, therefore, will 
hereafter perform the functions of 
party conventions. 

Two methods remain of obtaining 
a nomination for office. Party nomi¬ 
nations must be made in the man¬ 
ner provided under the direct pri¬ 
mary law enacted by the state legis¬ 
lature in 1909. Independent nomi¬ 
nations may be made by petitions 
signed by 3 per cent of the voters of 
the district for which the nomina¬ 
tion is to be made. 

All party nominations for the gen¬ 
eral election, held in November, will 
be made at a primary election held 
on the preceding third Tuesday in 
August. 

Separate and distinct printed bal¬ 
lots in blocks of 100 for each politi¬ 
cal party will be provided at the 
polls. The Republican ballot will 
contain the name of each Republi¬ 
can aspirant for nomination who has 
complied with the provisions of the 
primary law and who is entitled to 
receive Republican votes. This Is 
also true of the ballots of the Dem¬ 
ocratic, Socialist and other parties. 

Conducting Primaries. 

The primary election at the polls 
is conducted in every respect as at 
a general election. The voter stamps 
an “X” in the square opposite the 
name of his choice for a candidate 
for each office for which the nomina¬ 
tions are to be made, the same as he 
may stamp it in the square opposite 
the name of his choice for each of¬ 
fice at a general election. The pri¬ 
mary election officers perform the 
same functions as the general elec¬ 
tion officers, and the ballots are 
folded and cast as at a general elec¬ 
tion. 

The votes at the close of the polls 
are counted in the manner of gen¬ 
eral elections, and the returns are 
made to the board of supervisors, or 
proper election commissioners. The 
returns are then canvassed in the 
manner applicable to general elec¬ 
tions and the candidate for nomina¬ 
tion receiving the highest number of 
votes is declared the nominee of his 
party. Thus, if there should be two 
or more candidates for governor 
upon the Republican ticket, and two 
or more candidates for the nomina¬ 
tion of governor on the Democratic 
ticket, the person receiving the high 
est number of Republican votes at 
the primary election would be de¬ 
clared the Republican nominee for 
governor, and the Democratic candi¬ 
date for nomination receiving th 
highest number of Democratic votes 
would be declared the Democratic 
nominee for governor. In this man 
ner the nominations are made for 
each office by each political party. 
Thus by the use of separate ballots 
all parties make their nominations 
at the direct primaries, presided 
over by the same officers of election. 

What Aspirant-s Must I)o. 

In order that an aspirant for a 
party nomination may have his 
name printed upon the party ballot 
and be voted for at the primary 
election, he must comply with cer¬ 
tain requirements. 

If he is a candidate for an office! 
to be voted for at a November elec¬ 
tion he must, at least thirty days 
prior to the third Monday in August, 
file nomination papers. 

If he is a candidate for a state of¬ 
fice these nomination papers must be 
filed with the secretary of state; if 
for a county office, with the county 
clerk, and if for a city office, with 
the citv clerk. 

The nomination papers consist of 
the affidavits of a given number of 
qualified electors, stating that they 
are electors, the precinct in which 
they vote, and that they nominate 
the person named as a candidate for 
the nomination of their party for the 


office designated, and also stating 
that they will support the candidate 
named. The nomination paper con¬ 
sists of the required number of 
these sworn statements, together 
with the affidavit of the candidate, 
in which he states, among other 
things, the name of the party and 
the office for which he desires to be 
a candidate; that he affiliated with 
his party at the last general elec¬ 
tion, and that if nominated he will 
accept the nomination and not with¬ 
draw, and that he will qualify as 
such officer if nominated and elected. 

For the purpose of obtaining the 
necessary signatures to the nomina¬ 
tion papers the candidate may ap¬ 
point one or more verification depu- 


places in each precinct. This no¬ 
tice must be published for at least 
two weeks prior to the election and 
must contain a list of all offices for 
which nominations are to be made 
at the forthcoming primary election. 

Election Supplies. 

The law makes it the duty of the 
county clerk to furnish the election 
supplies and election ballots for each 
party, and the law prescribes the 
form and size of the ballots. 

Within time to allow for the cor¬ 
rection of any errors that may oc¬ 
cur in the ballots, sample ballots 
are to be submitted to the chairman 
of the various party committees.

the county clerk an affidavit stating 


that he has been designated as such 
deputy and that in obtaining the 
signatures he will observe the elec¬ 
tion laws of the state of California 
insofar as they are applicable. The 
law provides that a voter shall sign 
but one nomination paper for the 
same office. Nomination papers 
shall be bound together by precincts, 
arranged alphabetically by sur¬ 
names and numbered. If the nomi¬ 
nation papers are for a candidate to 
be voted for in more than one coun¬ 
ty, they may be bound together by 
counties. 

County Clerk’s Duty. 

It is made the duty of the county 
clerk to examine all nomination pa¬ 
pers and ascertain if the signers are 
qualified voters, and he shall affix 
his certificate to the nomination pa¬ 
pers, reciting that he has examined 
them, and stating the number of 
signatures, and if the nomination 
papers are for a candidate to be voted 
for in more than one county the 
nomination papers with the certifl 
cate of the clerk attached must be 
forwarded to the secretary of state 
for filing. At least twenty-five days 
before the August primary the sec¬ 
retary of state must certify a list 
to each county clerk containing the 
names and postoffice addresses of 
each person for whom nomination 
papers have been filed in his office, 
together with a designation of the 
office for which such person is 
candidate and the party he repre¬ 
sents. 

A candidate for a state office or 
United States senator must file 
nomination papers with signatures 
representing in their aggregate not 
less than 1 nor more than 10 per 
cent of the total vote of his party in 
the state, and these signatures must 
come from at least ten different 
counties, and from each county the 
signatures must represent at least 
1 per cent of the party vote in each 
county. 

A candidate for representative in 
congress or any office voted for in 
any district comprising more than 
two counties and less than the en¬ 
tire state, must file nomination pa¬ 
pers containing signatures repre¬ 
senting at least 2 per cent of the 
voters of his party in such terri¬ 
tory, and the signatures must come 
from at least one-tenth of all the 
election precincts in each of at least 
one-half of the counties comprising 
the district. The signatures must 
aggregate not less than 2 per cent 
nor more than 10 per cent of the 
total vote of such district. 

As to Candidates for Congress. 

A candidate for representative in 
congress or other office to be votea 
for in a district comprising two 
counties must file nomination pa¬ 
pers signed by at least 2 per cent of 
the voters of his party in such ter¬ 
ritory, and they must come from at 
least one-sixth of the election pre¬ 
cincts of each county. The signa¬ 
tures must aggregate not less than 
10 per cent of the total party vote 
in such district. 

A candidate for office voted for 
entirely within one county, or city, 
or other political subdivision, must 
file a petition signed by at least 3 
per cent of the party vote in such 
district, and these signatures must 
come from at least one-fourth of all 
the election precincts within the dis¬ 
trict from which such officer is to be 
voted for. The signers must aggre 
gate not less than 3 per cent nor 
more than 10 per cent of the total 
party vote in such district. 

The basis of percentage is upon 
the party vote for presidential elec¬ 
tor receiving the greatest number of 
votes at the last presidential elec¬ 
tion. 

If a political organization or party 
had no candidate for presidential 
electors at the last preceding presi 
dential election, but had individual 
nominees who polled 3 per cent of 
the total vote cast at such election, 
then this shall form the basis of 
estimating the percentages required 
for candidates from such political 
organization. 

A filing fee of $25 is charged for 
filing nomination papers with the 
secretary of state, except for mem¬ 
bers of the state legislature. When 
nomination papers are filed with the 
county clerk the fee is $10, except 
that no fee is charged for the nomi¬ 
nation papers of a candidate for an 
office that pays no compensation. 

Election notices must be pub¬ 
lished by the county clerk with the 
proper party designation, giving the 
title to each office, the names and 
addresses of all persons for whom 
nomination papers have been filed, 
date of election, the hours during 
which the polling places will be 
opened, and designating the polling 


primary election returns to cause to 
be issued certificates of nomination 
to each candidate who has received 
the highest number of votes of his 
party, and it is the duty of the sec¬ 
retary of state to issue nomination 
certificates to all candidates nomi¬ 
nated for representatives in congress 
and officers voted for in more than 
one county. The secretary of state 
shall also certify to each county 
clerk the name of every person nom¬ 
inated at the primary election who 
is to be voted for in more than one 
county and whose name is to appear 
on the general election ballot to be 
used at the November election. 

It has also been made the duty of 
the secretary of state to compile the 
advisory vote for United States sen¬ 
ator in congress and send a state¬ 
ment of the same to the speaker of 
the assembly and the president of 
the senate on the first day of the en¬ 
suing session. 

The act designates the purpose 
for which expenses may be legally 
incurred by candidates seeking nom¬ 
ination at the primary election. 
These legitimate expenses include 
filing fee, circulating and verifying 
nomination papers, the candidates’ 
personal expense of travel, rent and 
necessary furnishings of hall or 
rooms during the campaign for pub¬ 
lic meetings, or committee’s head¬ 
quarters; expenses of speakers and 
musicians at public meetings; print¬ 
ing and distribution of circulars, 
pamphlets, newspapers, cards, hand¬ 
bills and announcements relating to 
candidates or political issues; rea¬ 
sonable compensation for challeng¬ 
ers at the polls; making canvass for 
voters, clerk hire; expenses for con¬ 
veying infirm or disabled voters to 
or from the polls. 

The sum which a candidate for 
nomination is permitted to spend is 
based on the vote at the last pre¬ 
ceding election. If the total vote 
within the district at the last pre¬ 
ceding election did not exceed 5,000, 
a candidate may expend $250. For 
each 100 voters over 5,000 and un¬ 
der 25,000, $2 for each 100 voters. 
For each 100 voters over 25,000 and 
under 50,000, $1; and for each 100 


the number of delegates apportioned 
to each election precinct or subdi¬ 
vision of the county. The petition 
must also contain a brief statement 
of the purposes for which the con¬ 
vention will be held and a copy or 
the petition must be mailed to each 
committeeman within the county. 
The delegates to the county conven¬ 
tion are elected at the August pri¬ 
mary by the voters writing or past¬ 
ing the names of candidates in the 
blank spaces left on the official par¬ 
ty ballot. 

Municipal conventions may be 
called in the same way and dele¬ 
gates may be elected as they are to 
county conventions. 

City and county -central commit¬ 
tees are elected by the party conven¬ 
tion and state, county and municipal 
central committees are authorized 
to select from their number an ex¬ 
ecutive committee which may have 
charge of the political campaign. 

The several officers and commit¬ 
tees of political parties now in ex¬ 
istence are authorized to exercise 
the powers of such officers and com 
mitteemen until their successors are 
chosen, as provided under the direct 
primary law, and central committees 
are authorized to fill vacancies in 
nominations which may occur after 
primary elections are held. 

Election Expense Accounts. 

The law requires each candidate 
for nomination within twenty-eight 
days after the primary election to 
file a verified statement setting forth 
by items the money expended by 
him under his direction or in his 
behalf in his effort to secure the 
nomination. . This statement shall 
be filed with the officer authorized 
to issue the certificate of nomination 
for the office for which he was a 
candidate, and a duplicate shall be 
filed with the county recorder of 
the county in which he resides, and 
no certificate of nomination shall be 
issued unless such statement has 
been filed. The law makes it a mis¬ 
demeanor to bribe a person to sign 
a nomination paper or for any per¬ 
son to suppress a nomination paper, 
and all offenses against the general 
election laws shall also be an of¬ 
fence concerning primary elections.

If 
there should be 250,000 votes in the 
district, the candidate for nomina¬ 
tion could spend $250 for the first

votes, $250 for the next 25,000, and 
$375 for the remaining 75,000, 
making a total of $1,275 in the dis- 
for political conventions. Blank 
spaces are left at the bottom of the 
last column of each party ticket in 
which the voters may write or paste

Party conventions are empowered to 
formulate platforms and transact 
any other business not in conflict 
with the direct primary law. 
trict which cast a total of 250,000 
votes. 

The direct primary law provides 

State conventions shall be held 
within four weeks after the August 
primaries at the time and place des¬ 
ignated by the state central com¬ 
mittee. The state central committee 
is required to file, fifty days prior to 
th~ August primary election, a writ¬ 
ten petition with the secretary of 
state and mail a copy of same to 
each chairman. This petition fixes 
the day and place of holding the 
state convention, the number of 
delegates entitled to seats, and the 
number of delegates apportioned 
to each county, together with a brief 
statement of the purposes for which 
the convention will meet. Dele¬ 
gates to the state convention from 
each county are selected by the 
county convention. 

In Presidential Years. 

The act also provides for a May 
convention in the year in whfch a 
presidential election is to be held, 
which is called in the same manner 
as other state conventions, and the 
delegates to the May convention are 
likewise elected by the county con¬ 
ventions. The May party conven¬ 
tions elect delegates to the national 
convention to nominate candidates 
for president and vice-president of 
the United States. 

County conventions must be held 
within two weeks after the August 
primary and are called by the chair¬ 
man and secretary of the county 
committee filing with the county 
clerk a petition stating the date and 
place of holding the county conven¬

The city election is over, and it 
behooves all citizens who want to 
see this city improve and grow, to 
drop all feeling and factionalism 
and work together for the city’s 
advancement. 

There is nothing the professional 
politician takes to so readily and 
enjoys so much as befogging an is¬ 
sue. The so-called “Republican 
insurgents” are the only Repub¬ 
licans who honestly and earnestly 
favor in their entirety the reforms 
promised in the Republican Na¬ 
tional platform. Yet the profes¬ 
sional politicians ivould have the 
people believe that these same in¬ 
surgents threaten the existence of 
the party. 

The census will show a popula¬ 
tion in San Mateo County of be¬ 
tween thirty and forty thousand, 
maybe more thau the maximum 
figure. The First Township has 
over ten thousand and the Second 
Township will have over twelve 
thousand.

tion in the county government. It 
has no such representation at 
present. The time is ripe for a 
readjustment. 

A conference of political leaders 
might not be amiss in this con¬ 
nection. Such conference might 
avert a political blunder and the 
consequent catastrophe. 

It is useless for any one to at¬ 
tempt to befog the vital political 
issues before the American people. 
Thanks to the public schools and 
the public press, the great body of 
the electorate is intelligent and 
well-informed. The masses are 
not only well-informed, but they 
are aroused, and in deadly earnest 
They well know they are face to 
face with a National crisis. The

The question is, not as to what 
Ex-President Roosevelt may or 
may not do or say upon his return 
to his native land. Upon this point 
the people have neither doubt nor 
fear. The great responsibility 
cannot be shirked or shifted.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC 
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HILL TO CONTROL 
COAST TRAFFIC 

Oregon Reports the Northern 
Line to Invade Galitornia 


That James J. Hill proposes to have 
a railroad feeder from the interior to 
practically every seaport on the Pa¬ 
cific Coast north of and including San 
Francisco, with the intention, after 
the Panama canal is completed, of 
dominating the traffic situation in 
Northern California, Oregon, Washing¬ 
ton, British Columbia, Idaho and Mon¬ 
tana, is the belief of persons who have 
made a study of the railroad situation 
of the north coast. 

Supporting this contention, it is 
noted that contracts are to be let at 
once by the Oregon Trunk Line Rail¬ 
road Company for 3 m extension of its 
line from Madras, its present termi¬ 
nus, to the north boundary of the 
Klamath Indian reservation. This 
takes the Oregon Trunk to no prac-1 
tical terminus, and simply, means that 
Klamath Falls is the immediate des¬ 
tination of the road. 
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Extensions of the Oregon Trunk line 
to Klamath Falls will put the road at 
the headwaters of the Klamath river, 
furnishing a feasible route down the 
Klamath river to Eureka. Lakeview’s 
outlet is by Pitt river, which would 
supply a water grade into the Sacra¬ 
mento valley and to San Francisco. 

Already the Hill lines touch tide¬ 
water at Vancouver, B. C., Blaine, Bel¬ 
lingham, Everett, Seattle, Tacoma, 
Olympia, Aberdeen, South Bend, Port¬ 
land and Astoria. Those who under¬ 
stand the freight subject best, are in¬ 
clined to believe that after the com¬ 
pletion of the Panama canal the great 
bulk of non-perishable freight that 
will be shipped to this Coast from 
points as far west of the Atlantic sea¬ 
board as Chicago, will be by water. 
This class of freight, it is contended, I 
can then be shipped back to cities in j 
the interior from this Coast until a 
common point is reached where west¬ 
bound rail rates meet the combined 
eastbound rail and water rate. With 
a railroad tapping every Coast point of 
importance, Hill's strategical position 
on the entire Pacific Coast, from San 
F'rancisco north, would be paramount.

Albert Quinn has been declared in¬ 
sane and committed to the asylum at 
Stockton. Quinn came near being run 
over by a freight train in the snow- 
sheds a few miles east of Blue canyon.

Engineer Starbuck saw the 
man, and stopped the train just in 
time to avoid hitting him. He was 
in the center of the track and swing¬ 
ing his arms wildly.

REACH SUMMIT OF 
MOUNTMCKINLEY 

Explorers Find No Trace of the 
Visit of Dr. Cook 

The Fairbanks expedition to Mount 
McKinley, the tallest peak in North 
America, reached the summit on April 
j 3d, after a climb of one month from 
the base. No traces of Dr. Frederick 
Cook’s alleged ascent were found. 
Thomas Lloyd, leader of the expedi¬ 
tion, arrived at Fairbanks, Alaska, 
April 12th. His companions were 
Daniel Patterson, W. R. Taylor and 
Charles McGonnigle, and all reached 
the top of the great mountain. 

The expedition, which left Fair¬ 
banks on December 15th, while the 
controversy over Dr. Cook’s disputed 
ascent was still raging, was financed 
by Gus Peterson and William McPhee 
of Fairbanks. The plan was to go into 
camp on the mountain as high as pos¬ 
sible, and, probably about the middle 
of May, make a dash for the summit. 
The obstacles encountered were not 
so great as had been predicted. Four 
camps were established during the 
ascent, and a trail was blazed all the 
way to the crest. 

Up to 12,000 feet the climbing did 
not present unusual difficulties. For 
the next 4000 feet the way led over a 
steep ice field, which at first seemed 
to forbid further progress, but through 
which, upon exploration, it was found 
possible to locate a path. The final 
dash to the top was made from the 
16,000-foot camp. 

Mount McKinley terminates in twin 
peaks of equal height, one somewhat 
rounded and covered with snow, the 
other composed of bare and wind¬ 
swept rocks. On the rock peak the 
Fairbanks climbers placed an Ameri¬ 
can flag in a monument of stones. The 
expedition, which was provided with 
Dr. Cook’s maps and book, endeavored 
to follow his alleged route, but utterly 
failed to verify any part of his story 
of an ascent. 

MARS FACE OF GIRL 
WITH VITRIOL 

Fluid Shot at Victim through a 
Knothole in Fence 

Miss Ruth Frances Wilson, the 
pretty 18-year-old daughter of Joseph 
A. Wilson, was attacked by a fiend, 
who hid behind a billboard, opposite 
her home, at 1624 Octavia street, San 
Francisco, and squirted a quantity of 
vitriol solution into her face. The 
syringe used by the man, believed to 
he a rejected suitor, was shoved 
through a knothole in the billboard as 
the young woman passed along the 
sidewalk. She did not see the man 
who used this cowardly means of dis¬ 
figuring and possibly blinding her. 

The girl’s screams attracted a num¬ 
ber of people, and during the period 
Df excitement which followed the fiend 
made his escape. 

Miss Wilson may lose the sight of 
her left eye. Her face was frightfully 
burned by the acid, and her hearing, 
on the right side, may be affected. 
The right eye is also burned, but Dr. 
Louis Deane, who is treating Miss 
Wilson at Mount Zion Hospital, be¬ 
lieves it may be saved. 

Detectives are searching for Van 
Cranz R. Redfern, a former school¬ 
mate of Miss Wilson at the Lowell 
High School. His persistent atten¬ 
tions to the young woman against her 
wishes and those of her parents, 
coupled with letters supposed to have 
been written by him, that are con¬ 
strued as threatening, make the police 
anxious to find him.

More than twenty years ago a 
charming young lady belonging to a 
family that I attended regularly was 
married. The match was all for love, 
no other consideration entering into 
the contract. That I may not reveal 
a professional confidence I will call 
the couple Mr. and Mrs. Ward.

While it is still too early to make 
definite predictions regarding Califor¬ 
nia crops, the California Development 
Board is in receipt of advices from all 
parts of the State which give indica¬ 
tions of fairly good deciduous fruit 
crops. There is an abundance of blos¬ 
som, and unless late frost interferes, 
there will be a heavy fruitage. Late 
and timely rains in March have been 
general all over California, giving 
promise of better conditions for grain 
and hay. The citrus fruit crop, as far 
as harvested, has been above the aver¬ 
age. More than thirty thousand car¬ 
loads have been sent to market. 

Reports received by the Board point 
to heavy colonist travel to the Coast 
during the year. There comes contin¬ 
ued inquiry regarding small farms 
from all parts of the East and Middle 
West, and it is expected that a num¬ 
ber of large colonization projects will 
be put forward in the early summer. 

Many thousand acres of new or¬ 
chards and vineyards will come into 
bearing during the coining season, and 
there will be heavy demand for farm 
labor in all parts of the State. 
There is demand for women and 
girls for work in canneries and dry¬ 
ing establishments. These will be 
needed at the opening of the fruit sea¬ 
son and have constant employment 
lor three or four months.
